The licenses were issued 
la-«t year on April 21 et. and entitled the 
bolder-* to sell liquor whotrvnfwnp t»-«he 
loth of July. For these licenses the sum 
nf-$3U0 wax cal ice ted half-yearly. The 
Ucenses had beeu leaned this year to the 
same four Chinamen, but he had uut re 
coired instructiuus to grant tfigm. The 
l»oard of licensing commissioners never 
granted wholesale licenses. He had re¬ 
ceived no instructions from the board in 
regard to retail licenses, lie knew 
nothing a}>qut four Chinese contributing 
to tho amount of the licenses. Alto¬ 
gether the city had received $900 for the 
licenses. 

The four licenses issued this year wto 
then put in as evidence. They etiiifflT 
I heir holders fo sell ftplritoous or fer¬ 
mented liquors from January ltlth to 
July ir»th, 1904. The sale is restricted 
to liquors Imported from Chinn nr 
Japnn. Mr. Kent said he did not know 
•if these license* were transferred by the 
Chinese to one another. He had never 
given hi- verbal or written consent for 
such a transfer. 

After Mr. Kent had finished hla url- 
Aem-e an adjournment was taken 'untit 
this afternoon.
